Activities include (1) giving or teaching 
nursing care and rehabilitation care under the direction of the 
family physician; (2) guidance to parents before and after the 
birth of their children; (3) interpreting community and State 
facilities to patients and encouraging them touse these facilities 
pertinently; and (4) working with other professions and community 
health groups in studying, planning and putting into action com- 
munity health programs.

Once moreI wish to commend our foreman, Mr. Youngblood, 
and all his crew for their pleasant spirit of cooperation both 
summer and winter. 

During the summer we have continued our practice to put a 
heavy mulch on a few streets rather than cover lightly a lot, 
believing this to be the best in the long run. 

The Town Road Improvement Money (all State) was expended 
on the upper part of the back road to Brownville. This is due, 
in part, to the expected increased demand on this road in 1963 
during the construction on the Brownville-Milo road near the 
Brownville line by the State. 

A joint fund of State, Lakeview's part of State funds, and 
Milo's State Aid funds, was expended on the Lakeview road in 
1962. Once more we were able to construct more than the State 
average amount of construction on this p”oject. Forty-four 
hundred feet was constructed for about eighteen thousand dol- 
lars. This now leaves about twelve hundred feet for future 
construction to the Town line. 

Our Winter Streets and Highways present an expensive part 
of our Budget. Snow removalin Maine is costly under any con- 
ditions in the average winter. The general demand in Milo 
(we have no criticism of it) is to have safe winter travel avail- 
able twenty-four hours of theday. Ourcontractor, Mr. London, 
and our own crew do, I believe, a fine job in tryimg to furnish 
this asnearlyastheycan. We, as taxpayers, must. expect it to 
cost real money during our Maine winters. I am suggesting 
at the 1963 Town Meeting that you vote to have the snow removal 
cost taken from Excise Tax with no specified amount named. 
This meets with the approval of the State Department of Audit. 

Late summer of 1962 the District Office of the State High- 
way Department in Bangor contacted our office in regard to a 
project on Routes 16 and 11 at Buck's corner; asking if any 
local money would be available. Your selectmen quickly indi- 
cated their interest. It now appears this was a wise move as 
a project of $80,000. is now planned for the 64-65 season. 
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PresentState plans indicate a project on the Milo-Brownville 
road starting near the Brownville line going towards Milo of 
$200,000. in 1968. 

There are indications also of an additional project of $150, 000. 
starting at the end of above 1963 construction (probably near 
Mr. Carey's residence) to be constructed two years later.

CAFETERIA 


Many people have desired this service. TheSchool Committee 
has investigated the matter quite thoroughly and it would appear 
that the articles inthe warrant are sufficient so that the service 
can be provided, if that is your wish. 
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The space in the dining room is adequate for 150 at one sitting. 
The kitchen would be inadequate at present but to continue the 
dining room size to the outside wall might be sufficient. Storage 
might have tobe provided elsewhere. Thisis the biggest problem 
if the town decides to provide the service. 


SURVEY OF MILO SCHOOL SYSTEM 


Because of much local interest in schools, I, Superintendent 
Reginald H. Dority, recommended to the School Committee that 
a survey be made by the staff of the State Department of Education 
They voted to have the survey. 


Fourteen members visited the schools and have compiled a 
frank, lengthy report of the schools in Milo. The report was 
designed to do three things (1) give a description of the Milo 
school system (2) commend the school officials for those items 
which are indicative of a good school program and (3) make re- 
commendations for improving the Milo school system. Anyone 
desiring to read the entire report may do so by coming to the 
office of the Superintendent of Schools or a member of the School 
Committee. 


A summary of the report follows: (Page 39 of the report. ) 


"The Milo school system has a morale problem involving 
students, citizens, faculty, and administration. A visitor in 
the school system in Milo get the impression that there is a 
feeling on the part of many that the Milo school system has 
uncommon problems,. when, in fact, there are many commendable 
features -- a relatively new elementary school building, dedi- 
cated teachers, anid school administrators working diligently to 
improve the school offering. Positive factors need to be re- 
cognized, leading to pride in what is now being accomplished. 
Respect for and recognition of the ability of staff members is 
also needed, and there should be ample allowance made for any 
weaknesses. Thereneeds to be greater sharing of information 
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about the schools, their strengths and problems, the funds avail- 
able and those which are needed. It is suggested that the in- 
formation in the superintendent's office relative to the budget 
made available to the principals and teachers. The budget is 
carefully and efficiently prepared and the staff should understand 
it. Itis the feeling of the survey staff that the morale problem 
can be improved through a frank recognition of its existence 
and through improved communications and public relations. 


A second major problem is school buildings. The Milo Ele- 
mentary Schools is an excellent beginning of the needed modern 
school facilities. The Derby School, High School, and Junior 
High School are in good repair but they are outmoded. This 
means that Milo needs to plan a long term building program. 
One solution to this problem would be to combine with a nearby 
town or towns to form a school administrative district. Under 
such an arrangement the State would pay part of the construction 
cost of new facilities. Attached to this memo ‘is a copy of the 
computation of the financial support that would result should 
Brownville and Milo join in a school administrative district. 
This should be examined carefully. It seems apparent that a 
school administrative district composed of Brownville and Milo 
would result in an improved secondary school program and a 
program that could be operated more efficiently than the two 
separate high schools. This year Brownville Junction has a 
6-year high school of 193 students and Milo has 207 in grades 
9-12. A single secondary school serving both communities, 

grades 9-12 would enroll 325-350 and would be large enough to 
_ support many of the programs recommended in this report. If 
anew building were constructed, the State would be paying 55% 
ofthe cost. However, with the present relationship between the 
number of pupils and state valuation, the operating cost of such 
a district would be financially favorable for the Town of Brown- 
ville and, at the same time, increase the cost to the taxpayers 
of Milo by approximately 10%. The gain to Milo in a district 
with Brownville would be that it would then be financially pos- 
sible to build a new modern secondary school. These figures 
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would. of course, change as enrollment, valuation, and costs 
chinge. A combination with some other communities involved 
would. of course, produce different percentages. This report 
merely suggests that an administrative district is a possible 
solution to the building problem in Milo and should be studied 
carefully. 


A second solutionis to make maximum use of present facilities 
and for the town to build at its own expense. This may or may 
not be beyond the financial ability of Milo and should be investi- 
vated carefully. 


A third major problem in Milo is the implementation:of the 
many recommendations in this report. Many of them would be 
realized ifanew high school were constructed. It is suggested 
- that they be studied carefully and distributed over a five year 
period. Itisimportant, however. that plans are made and that 
improvements proceed in a logical fashion. 


The survey staff left Milo feeling that here was a school system 
with many commendable features but, also, major problems 
which could be solved by study, cooperation, and support on the 
part of students, staff. and citizens." 


The recommendations in the report will be taken into consid- 
eration and corrected wherever possible. 


We appreciated this service of the State Department and have 
expressed our thanks to them for this very fine evaluation of 
our schools. 


JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


This schoolhas more problems than any of the other due almost 
entirely to the building. There are those who believe that this 
does not make a difference but, to those who teach there now, 
it would be appreciated to have at least one more room. a room 
large enough for games during stormy weather, a teachers' 
room or a library. 
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Under the existing conditions, the school has been doing a high 
grade of work, has purchased a new T.V. set, been very suc- 
cesstul in athletics and basic subjects. 


All other schools seem to be doing well.

My thanks toa very cooperative staff who have diligently tried 
to care for the educational needs of your youth. To the parents 
and citizens, I wish to express my thanks for your very helpful 
suggestions, cooperation and patience in our school problems.

Greetings: 


Herewith submitted is the Twenty-First Annual Report of the 
Maintenance and Operation of the Milo Water District. 


In January 1962 our sewerage pumping station on Prospect St. 
was destroyed by fire and replaced by a new building and pump. 


In the summer of 1962 we installed 2 new water services and 
2 new sewer services. We renewed 17 old services this past 
year. Due to the age of these old services in the system it 
seems amusttorenew them in order to give our customers the 
best service possible. 


Five new manholés were constructed in 1962. 


There was 511' of 6'' water pipe installed on Daggett St. in 
Derby which replaced an old 1 1/2'"' main. A new hydrant was 
installed near the residence of William Curtis on Daggett St. 
which gives this section of town more adequate fire protection. 


There was a6" water line installed in the United. Baptist Church 
and Milo High Schoolso that both buildings could have sprinkler 
systems installed. 

The Milo Water District and the Town of Milo have done more 
work onthe dam which we hope will keep our water supply at a 
sufficient height. This work was done by Mr. Tourtelotte.
